To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council: 

We  have  examined  the  accounts  of  the  New  Hampshire 
College  for  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1915,  and  June 
30,  1916,  and  find  proper  vouchers  for  all  payments  and  a 
complete  accounting  for  all  income.  The  accounts  of  the 
College  agree  with  the  books  of  its  Treasurer  and  those  of 
the  State  Treasurer. 

After  our  examination  of  the  previous  fiscal  year,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Business  Secretary  of  the  College,  we 
installed  a  new  system  of  bookkeeping  which  shows  in 
detail  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  institution. 
The  Business  Secretary  is  thus  able  to  exhibit  in  his  report 
the  allotment  of  the  income  of  the  College  to  each  depart- 
ment, its  relative  cost  and  its  sources  of  revenue  as  are 
shown  by  the  foregoing  statements  which  we  have  verified. 
For  the  first  time  in  its  history  the  detailed  cost  of  the  Col- 
lege is  exhibited. 

The  College  Treasurer's  statement  is  of  cash  transactions. 
The  detailed  statement  that  follows  includes  transfers 
from  one  department  to  another,  which  in  bookkeeping 
increases  the  volume  of  transactions  by  $11,607.22  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1915,  and  $20,663.41,  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1916.  In  order  to  show  the  actual  cost  of 
each  department  it  is  necessary  to  take  account  of  these 
transfers.

The  outstanding  debt  of  the  College  remains  the  same  as 
two  years  ago:  viz.,  $18,500.00.  It  will  be  noted  that  the 
balance  of  quick  assets  in  the  general  fund,  viz.,  $5,059.63, 
is  more  than  sufficient  to  care  for  the  balance  of  $5,000.00 
of  the  old  debt  dating  back  to  1904.  This  leaves  a  net  debt 
of  $13,500.00  which  was  incurred  in  the  purchase  of  real 
estate  in  1912  and  1913.

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The  drawings  on  the  two  pages  immediately  following 
represent  a  comparison  of  incomes  for  the  year  closing  June 
30,  1916,  of  three  representative  New  England,  and  three 
middle  western  colleges.  Six  sources  of  income  common 
to  all  are  compared. 

The  areas  of  the  circles  represent  the  comparative  total 
incomes  of  the  colleges  for  the  3rear.  Thus  the  areas  of 
similar  sectors  show  the  comparative  volumes  of  any  par- 
ticular source  of  income. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  wide  variation  in  volumes, 
and  in  the  percentages  of  total  income,  of  the  source, 
''State  Aid."  Exclusive  of  the  appropriations  for  new 
buildings,  these  range  in  per  cent  from  21.5  per  cent  in  New 
Hampshire  to  61  per  cent  of  the  income  in  Ohio.  If  we 
include  with  the  state  aid  for  running  expenses,  that  appro- 
priated for  new  buildings,  the  amounts  range  from  37.7 
per  cent  in  New  Hampshire  to  72.5  per  cent  in  Ohio  and 
72.4  per  cent  in  Massachusetts. 

The  variation  in  the  actual  amounts  of  state  aids  is  set 
forth  in  the  table  on  page  54.  This  table  shows  also  the 
very  wide  difference  in  the  appropriation  per  student, 
found  by  dividing  the  state  aids  to  the  colleges  by  the 
number  of  registered  students.

*  The  four  colleges  last  named  have  summer  schools  whose  students  are  included  in 
the  totals  of  their  registration  for  1915-16.  Since  summer  school  students  stay  for  a 
shorter  period  of  time,  their  cost  of  instruction  is  very  little.  The  amount  per  student 
in  column  4  for  these  four  colleges  would  be  materially  higher  if  computed  on  a  basis  oi 
their  registration  for  the  regular  school  year.  Just  how  much  higher  it  would  be  can- 
not be  satisfactorily  computed  with  the  accounts  which  the  institutions  keep.  At- 
tention is  called  to  this  fact,  which  should  be  borne  in  mind  when  the  comparison  of 
these  four  colleges  is  made  with  New  Hampshire  College  and  Massachusetts  Agricul- 
tural College,  whose  registration  includes  no  summer  school  students.

REGISTRARS  REPORT 

By  CONDA  J.   HAM,  Registrar 

New  Hampshire  College  has  reached  a  new  high-water 
mark.  Six  hundred  and  fifty-four  students  have  registered, 
which  is  a  greater  number  than  have  previously  registered 
during  an  entire  year.  With  the  additional  students  who 
will  enter  during  the  winter,  we  are  reasonably  sure  of 
reaching  the  700  mark. 

Our  students  are  largely  residents  of  the  state,  New 
Hampshire  born,  and  a  very  large  number  are  coming  from 
the  farming  communities  or  small  villages  of  the  state. 
The  map  on  page  57  shows  definitely  where  all  of  our 
students  live,  and  Plate  II,  with  its  accompanying  table, 
gives  a  more  comprehensive  idea  of  the  relative  number  of 
students  from  each  county  of  the  state.  From  this  table 
it  will  be  noted  that  86  per  cent  of  the  students  this  year  live 
in  New  Hampshire,  and  98.5  per  cent  are  residents  of  the 
New  England  States,  only  1.5  per  cent  coming  from  outside 
of  New  England.  Those  born  in  New  Hampshire  represent 
67  per  cent  of  the  entire  student  body,  and  those  of  New 
England  birth  a  total  of  93  per  cent,  as  shown  by  Plate  III. 

The  early  life  of  our  student  body  was  largely  that  of  the 
rural  community,  62  per  cent  of  them  having  been  raised 
either  on  the  farm  or  in  the  small  village;  36  per  cent  of  them 
actually  having  been  brought  up  on  the  farm,  as  shown  by 
Plate  IV. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that,  in  the  inquiry  concerning 
the  occupations  of  the  fathers  of  our  students,  we  found  that 
29  per  cent  were  farmers,  a  larger  proportion  than  in  any 
other  occupation.  In  business,  there  were  27  per  cent; 
trade,  26  per  cent;  and  laborers,  10  per  cent.  Only  8  per 
cent  of  our  students  have  fathers  in  professional  work,  a 
significant  fact  when  we  bear  in  mind  that  large  univer- 
sities like  Harvard,  Yale  and  Brown  draw  so  largely  from 
the  professions.

Our  registration  for  the  past  15  years  has  shown  a  steady 
increase,  with  the  exception  of  the  one  year  1907-08,  when 
nine  less  students  were  registered  than  the  previous  year. 
For  the  past  five  years,  the  increase  has  been  very  rapid. 
Running  parallel  to  this  increase  has  been  the  steady  in- 
crease in  the  agricultural  department,  especially  in  the 
four-year  course.

Inquiries  concerning  the  location  of  our  students  after 
graduation  reveal  the  fact  that  a  very  large  percentage  of 
them  remain  in  New  Hampshire,  settling  in  their  home  com- 
munities. Most  interesting  comparisons  are  to  be  seen  in 
the  numbers  of  our  agricultural  students  who  graduate  and 
remain  in  New  Hampshire.  The  area  of  the  large  circle 
in  Plate  VIII  represents  the  total  number  of  our  graduates 
in  agriculture  for  the  past  fifteen  years.  Of  this  number, 
those  remaining  in  New  Hampshire  permanently  is  shown 
by  the  area  of  the  small  concentric  circle. which  is  60  per  cent 
of  the  larger  circle.  Of  those  who  remain  in  New  Hampshire, 
63  per  cent  are  now  engaged  in  practical  farming.  This 
same  thing  is  true  to  a  larger  extent  of  our  two-year  gradu- 
ates, Plate  IX  showing  that  81  per  cent  of  the  two-year 
graduates  in  agriculture  who  were  New  Hampshire  boys 
are  now  engaged  in  practical  farming.  Plate  X  represents 
our  total  four-year  graduates  in  agriculture  for  the  past 
fifteen  years  and  shows  the  various  pursuits  in  which  they 
are  now  engaged.  It  will  be  seen  that  more  than  half  (to 
be  exact,  52  per  cent)  went  back  to  practical  farming  as 
a  permanent  occupation. 

These  tables  and  illustrations  will  serve  to  show  something 
of  the  extent  of  work,  the  far-reaching  influence,  and  the 
value  of  New  Hampshire  College  to  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire.  It  shows  that  we  are  reaching  the  hard- 
working young  men  and  women  and  that  they  are  making 
good  both  while  at  college  and  after  graduation.  It  shows 
that  we  are  not  engaged  in  the  work  of  training  men  for 
professions  in  some  far  cities,  but  that  the  product  of  the 
school  is  going  back  into  New  Hampshire  and  into  the 
rural  districts  from  which  they  came.  Such  a  showing 
surely  justifies  the  cost  of  such  an  institution  and  makes  it 
one  of  which  the  state  may  well  be  proud.
